| DK towards the dooꝛ endeavouring to get out again but it was in bain; foz 
mtc their appedach there were great long yoaks about their Necks, in 
1 the koꝛm of a Czols, oz turned ſtile s ſo that they couſd not poſſtbly 
14 return; and while they were thug ſtribing and crying out foz help; 
'{  - their poaksatlaſt feli of, and a coule-ſtaff, oz Szewers-Cing laid up- 
| on the mens ſbouldsrs ; upon which an old Woman pzeſenced her (elf 
Naked, ſome times hanging by tbe Heels, Come times by the Toes, 
anon by the Biddle ; with divers other poſtures, they continuing foz 
the foace of half an hour, in ſuch ſozt, that the pooz men were neber 
moꝛe tired in clearing of Leggs, noꝛ leſs pleaſed at any thing than 
in being contrained te humour this peice of belliſh activity. 

After the» had got a diſcharge from this their new employment, the 
Houſe being now quiet, and thep a little recovered their ſences and mit- 
fing the women, they ran further into the bouſe, tobere at laſt they 

found them lping flat upon their bellies, their clothes being turned 
vaczwards over their heads, two great black Catts were playing Ho- 
cus Pocus upIn thetr poſters, which the men in bain attempted to d2ibe 
3087. untill at laſt their own faberp pꝛocured the womens. freedom 
from that employmenr,. though they cbanged not much foz the better, 
fo2 as they were coming out of tbat Koom, in the next their ſtood a
